In the specification, page 4, line 27, after "SEPHAROSE", (cross-linked agarose 
gel) has been inserted. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Carl B. Massey, Jr. on February 15, 2005. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Wilson (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,310,186) (column 3, lines 35-38) evidences SEPHAROSE is a cross-linked 
agarose gel. Shanbrom (U.S. Patent No. 6,096,216) (column 5, lines 7 and 8) 
evidences SEPHAROSE is a cross-linked agarose gel. As such, replacing the 
trademark Sepharose with its definition is not considered to be new matter. Jungbauer 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,676,837) and Caughey (Journal of Virology, May 1997, page 41 07- 
41 10) are considered to be the closest art because Jungbauer (U.S. Patent No. 
5,676,837) discloses a method of sterilizing chromatography resins and Caughey 
(Journal of Virology, May 1997, page 4107-4110) discloses guanidineHCI reduces 
infectivity. The case has been allowed because the claimed method would not have 
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been obvious from the combined teachings of Jungbauer (U.S. Patent No. 5,676,837) 
and Caughey (Journal of Virology, May 1997, page 4107-4110).
